Several weeks ago, Capt. W. A. Mer­ 
cer,acting Indian agent of the Leech 
Lake reservation, sent a request to 
the Indian departmental Washington, 
that be be relieved from further duty 
as such agent, and allowed to return 
to hi» regiment. 
The request has not 
been granted sod it is not likely that 
it w ill be, for several reasons. 
The 
department is aware that in Capt. 
Mercer it has the most efficient offi­ 
cer acting as agent in the entire ser- 
! vice. 
The captain has done his plain 
duty to the entire satisfaction of the 
department, and especially of the 
1 ndians, 
The popular agen t has been 
deluged of late with letters protest­ 
ing against his contemplated with­ 
drawal, and urging him to continue 
as the agent till the snarls in which 
the affairs of the reservation are en­ 
tangled are unraveled and straight­ 
ened out. 
The Indians regard the 
captain as not only an honest and 
just official, but they also consider 
him as their personal friend. 
It is 
more than likely that Captain Mer­ 
cer will heed the urgent requests and 
continue to act as agent, says The 
St. Paul Dispatch. 
Illustrative of the high regard in 
which be is held by the Indians on 
the Leech Lake reservation, are the 
following letters which were written 
by the Indians at Bena, on the White 
Oak Point reservation: 
“ Bena, Minn., Ju ly 6, 1991.— Hon. 
W. A. Jones, Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs, 
Washington, 
D. 
C .—Sir: 
The ! ndians of the reservation have 
learned with regret that Capt. Mer­ 
cer, our Indian agent, may soon be 
taken from us, and we (being every 
chief of the White Oak Point Chip­ 
pewa*) do most earnestly protest 
against 
the 
acceptance 
of 
his 
resignation or his transfer to any 
other field of duty, and we respect­ 
fully petition or request that the 
honorable commissioner will exercise 
bis best endeavors to prevent the 
transfer of Capt. Mercer for the rea­ 
son that we recognize the interest be 
takes in our welfare and the just man­ 
ner of his dealings with our people. 
We deem him our friend, the friend 
of the Chippewa*, and have the ut­ 
most confidence in him and in his 
management of our affairs, evidence 
of which we have seen the past year. 
We view with alarm any prospects of 
a change in the administration of our 
agency affairs, and we therefore de­ 
sire the honorable secretary of the 
interior and the commissioner of In ­ 
dian affairs to accomplish what we 
earnestly hope for, which is that 
Capt. Mercer shall not be removed 
from our midst, and shall continue to 
look after the interests of our people. 
We write this without his knowledge 
and do so for every individual mem­ 
ber of our respective band*.

“ Several years ago a letter con­ 
taining a large sum of money disap­ 
peared from the New York post-of­ 
fice,” writes Hugh Netbertou in The 
Ladies Home Journal for September, 
in telling of ‘‘Cats that Draw Salar­ 
ies.” “ A month after the disap­ 
pearance a desk in one of the rooms 
was moved, and on the floor was 
found a nest of young rats resting on 
a bed of macerated greenbacks—all 
that was left of the missing letter.

Connell Says there is No Reason why 


Farmers Should not Engage in it. 
VV. W. P. McConnell, state dairy 
and food commissioner, is about to 
take a trip through the state of Wis­ 
consin to investigate the operations 
of the Wisconsin cheese factories in 
order to promulgate, if possible, a 
greater interest in the industry in 
this state. 
“There is no reason,” says Mr. Mc­ 
Connell, “why the farmers of western 
Minnesota should not go into the 
cheese business with profit* 
It only 
takes §500 to start in business, and 
you can run one w ith IOO cows, while 
it costs §2,000 to outfit a creamery, 
and to run one with profit one must 
have 500cows. 
There is good money 
in cheese, much better now, since we 
have the filled cheese on the run. 
Minnesota, I am told, has been made 
a dumping ground for bogus cheese, 
and a prominent cheese maker told 
me that the bogus article had fairly 
ruined the market.

he got three or four cents a pound 
more for his output and had donees 
of inquiries for it.”

It only 
takes #500 to start in business, and 
you can run one with 100cows, while 
it costs #2,000 to outfit a creamery, 
and to run one with profit one must 
have 500 cows.
